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CHLAMYDIA TESTS TO BE 
HELD IN PUBS AND CLUBS

CHLAMYDIA screening 
events will take place in pubs 
and clubs across Southend in 
response to the lack of take-up 
from young people. 

Only around 20 per cent of 
young adults in Southend have 
taken advantage of free 
checks, kits and treatments. 

Although chlamydia is the 
most common sexually trans¬ 
mitted infection, it is usually 
symptomless. 

Left untreated it can lead to 
infection in the pelvic region 
or testicles, and infertility. 

Carolyn Finlay, screening 
co-ordinator for NHS South 
East Essex, said: “Pubs and 
clubs offer a very relaxed 
atmosphere for young people. 

“They feel they can easily 
get tested on the spot and 
because they are out with their 
friends, they do not fear being 
judged.” 

Officials estimate that 
almost one third (32 per cent) 
of young people aged 16-24 
have had more than five sexu¬ 
al partners. 

More than 90 per cent do not 
get tested before starting a 
new relationship, even though 
treatment involves no more 
than a course of antibiotics. 

Testing events will be held at 
Churchills during their 
Sunday night sessions from 
9.3 0pm-12am. 

The outreach workers, in 
their ‘ruClear?’ T-shirts will 
be armed with chlarnydia kits, 
condoms and other giveaways. 

Testing involves men pass¬ 
ing a sample into a pot and 
girls self- swabbing. 

NHS South East Essex is 
urging all young people to 
accept the offer of a free 
chlamydia testing kit. 

Those who cannot manage 
to get down to the events, can 
text the word ‘KIT’ followed 
by their name, age and address 
to 80010. 

Texts cost the standard net¬ 
work text rate.

MY STORY: Lorraine Macgregor 


Lorraine Macgregor was diagnosed 
with breast cancer while playing with 
her eight-year-old daughter, Chelsea, in 
the bath. 

The youngster squirted some bath gel 
at her breast in 2007 and when Lorraine 
wiped it off, a lump was discovered. 

The 39-year-old, who was pregnant at 
the time, saw her GP, who referred her 
for tests within two days. They came 
back positive. 


The mother-of-two’s cancer was 
fuelled by the hormone oestrogen, 
which rises in pregnancy, and oncology 
doctors wanted the baby induced so 
they could begin treatment. 

Tliis involved removal of the lump 
followed by chemotherapy and radio¬ 
therapy. 

However, at 26 weeks’ pregnant, this 
idea was met with resistance and it was 
agreed that Lorraine would have the 


lumpectomy while still pregnant and 
then wait six more weeks before she 
was induced. 

Lorraine said: “I knew it had to be 
done quickly because they’d already 
told me if it had been discovered much 
later, I wouldn’t have seen the next 
Christmas, it was a horrendous time. 

“Chelsea felt so guilty because she’d 
been the one who had found the lump 
and because she was only eight, she 
thought if she hadn’t found it, it would 
have gone away.” 

The housewife had the operation in 


December 2007 and found the cancer 
had spread to six of her lymph nodes. 

Just a month later, baby Teigan was 
bom following a Caesarean section. 

The youngster weighed just 41bs 13oz 
and was placed in special care straight 
away. When the newborn returned 
home, Lorraine began six months of 
chemotherapy, followed by four-and-a- 
half weeks of radiotherapy. 

The campaigner is now making a 
recovery and has twice-yearly check¬ 
ups. She is in her second year of remis¬ 
sion and is taking Tamoxifen.

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Warnings given on 
counterfeit tobacco

PEOPLE in Essex are being 
warned by HM Revenue & 
Customs (HMRC) to be on 
the lookout for traders sell¬ 
ing counterfeit and smug¬ 
gled cigarettes as the car 
boot season gets underway. 

Low cost tobacco products 
can often seem like an 
attractive offer, however, 
these sales are unlicensed 
and unregulated. 

Sellers are not concerned 
if they are selling to children 


or young people and in addi¬ 
tion, with expertly crafted 
packaging, it is almost 
impossible to spot whether 
the cigarettes are counter¬ 
feit. 

Keith Morgan, specialist 
investigation detection man¬ 
ager for HMRC, said: “With 
an estimated £2billion in 
revenue being drained from 
the public purse each year by 
tobacco smugglers alone, 
the problem of excise fraud 
is a real one, which we are 
determined to crack. This is 


not an innocent or victimless 
crime, but one that encour¬ 
ages otherwise honest peo¬ 
ple to trade with criminals. 

“We have active and effec¬ 
tive teams of officers operat¬ 
ing across Essex to disrupt 
this illicit trade which has a 
devastating impact on legiti¬ 
mate retailers having to 
compete against these black 
market traders. 

“The gangs behind this 
form of criminality reap 
huge profits from cigarette 
sales which are ploughed 


straight back into the crimi¬ 
nal underworld, feeding 
activities like drug dealing 
and fraud. 

“We are keen to work 
closely with local people 
and communities in the fight 
against this type of crime.”

Landlord 

prosecuted 

A LANDLORD has been prosecuted after leav¬ 
ing his tenants for ten months with no heating, 
hot water or downstairs lighting. 

John Squires, of South Crescent, Southend, 
was fined £2,000 by Southend Magistrates and 
ordered to play £1,010 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

This followed after Squire admitted failure to 
repair a defective heating and water system in 
his property at Dolphins, Westcliff 

The hot water cylinder had leaked through the 
ground floor hall light, while the boiler had a 
defective flue and no record of gas safety. 

His tenants were left without access to heating, 
hot water, and without lighting to the downstairs 
area of the house since May last year. 

Southend Council’s Private Sector Housing 
Team brought the prosecution. 

Although the landlord pleaded guilty at the 
hearing on Monday, March 1, he must also still 
abide by an improvement notice requiring him to 
complete the works.

MORE than 3,700 litres of ille¬ 
gal fuel has been removed from 
a haulage depot on Canvey. 

HM Revenue & Customs 
(HMRC) officers have made 
no arrests but investigations are 
ongoing into the seizures. 

Fuel found on the site will be 
destroyed by a Government 
contractor. 

Mark Allison, inland detec¬ 
tion manager, warned that test¬ 
ing methods are ‘greater than 
ever’, meaning those using ille¬ 
gal fuel have an increased 
chance of getting caught. 

He said: “Using rebated or 
illicit fuel can seem like an 
attractive proposition for dri¬ 
vers. 

“However, those who contin¬ 
ue to do so are abusing a tax 
system that is there to support 
and reduce the burden on 
industries such as agriculture. 


“It’s about cheating honest 
citizens out of vital funding for 
public services.” 

The seizure, last week, was 
part of a crackdown across 
Essex. 

In an Epping garage, 3,700 
litres of illegal fuel was 
removed. Meanwhile, an indus¬ 
trial estate in Harlow had over 
8,500 litres of fuel taken and 
the haulier had a vehicle seized 
and was fined £750 in penalties 
before it was restored. 

A vehicle tested on the A12, 
in Essex, was found to be using 
illegal fuel and the driver had 
to pay £625 in fines before he 
was able to take his vehicle 
away. 

In total, the duty evaded was 
estimated at £8,000.

■ Heating Oil - is a type 
of Kerosene which is 
similar in colour to Derv - 
another rebated diesel 
fuel not for use in road 
vehicles. This is illegally 
added to Derv. 

■ Laundered fuel - is red 
diesel, which has been 
filtered through chemi¬ 
cals or acids to remove 
the Government marker. 
Chemicals and acids 
added to red diesel 
remain in the fuel and 
damage fuel pumps in 
diesel cars.

I was heartened by the sup¬ 
port of the vast majority of 
drivers who passeci but dis¬ 


gusted by the attitude and 
behaviour of the guards, who 
clapped and cheered as each 
tree was felled. 

My real sadness though, was 
realising that my council are 
so arrogant that they have no 
desire to listen to the people 
who elect them. Roll on the 
council elections in May when 
I pray that the people of 
Southend will even the score 
and rid the town of the likes of 
Councillor Anna Waite and her 
cronies.

The local election is in May 
and it is my hope that the peo¬ 
ple of Southend will look 
around them and see for them¬ 
selves what the Tory Cabinet 
has done, and is continuing to 
do, and vote to get them out. 

We can’t turn the clock back 
and we can’t un-wreak the 
damage that has been done to 
our town, but we can continue 
the work started by Camp 
Cuckoo in bringing the com¬ 
munity together and we CAN 
stand up for ourselves to 
restore common sense and 
stamp out this madness.

We must 
back wind 
farms now 

GARY Tempest (YA Letters, 
Mar 10) makes a series of 
inaccurate claims relating to 
wind farms and fails to 
address the concerns of those 
opposed to nuclear power. 

There is no escaping the fact 
that Japan and France have 
been forced to regularly close 
nuclear plants due to the 
inability to cool stations dur¬ 
ing heatwaves. This is some¬ 
thing we must fear ever more 
in the future. 

Added to this is the refusal 
of nuclear supporters to 
address the national security 
issues surrounding nuclear 
power. 

If the world moves to 
nuclear power as an energy 
source, there will be thousands 
of potential nuclear targets for 
terrorists to exploit and every 
nation on earth will gain the 
technology to make nuclear 
bombs. 

All the arguments against 
wind power were tackled on 
the excellent local residents 
group website: wewantawind 
farm.org.uk. 

In reality, wind power works 
superbly well alongside gas 
power turbines. When the 
wind blows we burn less gas 
and, on those extremely rare 
occasions, when there is no 
breeze, we bum more gas. But 
overall, having wind power 
makes the UK less dependent 
upon imported gas supplies 
and less susceptible to black¬ 
mail by exporters. 

But the future for UK manu¬ 
factured wind power could be 
very bright indeed. Two 
British firms are currently 
preparing for trials of a 15 
MW wind turbine in the North 
East. 

The UK would need just 70 
of these machines to match the 
output of one nuclear power 
station. Better still the poten¬ 
tial export market is enor¬ 
mous. 

If we are to reduce carbon 
dioxide emissions, reduce our 
dependence upon foreign gas, 
oil and coal supplies and 
become more self-sufficient as 
a nation, wind farms are the 
way forward. 

But if we want to see the 
creation of tens of thousands 
of new jobs in the wind farm 
industry we must all give our 
backing and give it now.

Bangkok takes your breath away

UNLIKE Prague, Berlin and Paris, the capital 
city of Thailand - Bangkok - hasn't yet made 
it into the city break hall of fame. 

However, as airlines cut long-haul fares to 
beat the recession, more travellers are likely to 
find themselves stopping off there. 

Having planned a trip to Sydney, I decided 
to book a four-night stop-over in Bangkok to 
see if there is more to this city than access to 
its country's beaches. 

Fresh off our direct Thai Airways flight from 
London, my boyfriend and I feared at first that 
we had made a bad decision. 

As we sped towards the city, dirty looking 
concrete skyscrapers emerged from the pol¬ 
luted air, filling the skyline with ugly concrete, 
and us with slight horror. 

But once we'd got to the hotel and had a 
shower, we stared out of our hotel room at 
the view with a genuine sense of excited, ner¬ 
vous anticipation. 

We'd wisely chosen a hotel that offered 
respite from the city's hub-bub, the newly 
opened President Place Hotel in the business 
area of Sukhumvit. 

Within easy reach of the main markets and 
historic centre of Bangkok, it still manages to 
provide luxuriously big rooms, free wi-fi and a 
swimming pool - all from 4,000 baht (£76) per 
night. 

Before hitting the sights, including the Royal 
Palace, we needed to pay our respects to 
one of its great cultural landmarks - 
Chatuchak market. 

Open every weekend, this 5,000-plus stall 
affair is well known among travellers as the 
only place to go for incredible bargains and a 
once-in-a-lifetime shopping experience. 

There's not much haggling to be done at 
Chatuchak, as the stall owners are hip to our 
jive, but goods should always be half to a 
third of the price of similar products in the UK. 

As the second most expensive city in south¬ 



east Asia behind Singapore, it can be easy to 
feel a little small in Bangkok. Edifices built with 
the profits of high finance soar up around you, 
filled with luxurious restaurants and extraordi¬ 
nary views. 

It's easy for those with just a few baht in 
their pocket to wander straight past, but don't 
miss out on this side of the city just because 
you've got into the habit of spending £1 on 
lunch. 

Find your hotel's shower, a hairbrush, and 
head to the bar at the top of one of the 


hotels. These are open to everyone and are 
the most perfect setting for a cocktail that 
man has ever invented. 

After a day negotiating the heat and shop¬ 
ping until you drop, there's only one way to 
unwind - with a massage. 

Whether you choose a road-side foot mas¬ 
sage, a curtained sanctuary in the back room 
of a beauty salon, or a top hotel, you'll never 
be short of options, and the standard will 
remain wonderfully high. 

Of all the five-star hotels which overlook the 
river Chao Phraya Rivernone at the heart of 
the city, none sum up the feelings of old- 
school elegance quite like this 130-year-old 
hotel, which has seen Joseph Conrad and 
Ernest Hemingway walk through its doors. 

After two full body massages, followed by a 
herbal steam and scrub, we left the grandeur 
of the hotel's spa and hopped onto its private 
boat, which took us back across the river for 
dinner. 

There are definitely worse ways to spend an 
evening.

Q. rm confused. Is the new £250,000 
Stamp Duty threshold good news? 

A. That rather depends. Unlike the previous 
Stamp Duty holiday, for example, which came 
to an end last December and which 
temporarily applied to all purchases up to 
£175,000, this one is specifically designed to 
benefit first time buyers only. 

So, while it will do little or nothing for the housing market as a whole, it is 
certainly good news for first time buyers, since it could save them as much as 
£2,500. Everyone else, meanwhile, will remain liable to pay Stamp Duty at the 
usual rate, which basically means 1 % of the value on properties priced 
between £125,001 and £250.000. 

However, as you might expect, things aren’t quite that simple. Why? Well, 
because everything hinges on whether you fit Alistair Darling’s strict new 
definition of a first time buyer. To be eligible, you must be someone who has 
never, ever possessed a freehold or leasehold interest in any residential 
property - either in the UK or anywhere else. So, if you inherited your current 
home, rather than buying it...you don’t qualify. If you used to own a property 
but sold up years ago to work abroad...ditto. Divorcees who once co-owned 
the marital home but are now buying on their own need not apply. Likewise 
anyone who has moved to Britain after owning their own home abroad. 

Nor does it stop there. If two or more people are buying jointly, then both or all 
of them have to fit this new definition in order to qualify. So, if you have never 
owned a property before, but your partner has...then tough luck. 

How will HM Revenue and Customs know if you’re a genuine first time buyer? 
Basically, you’ll have to sign a formal declaration to that effect. And if that 
sounds like it’s worth taking the risk, just remember that the authorities can 
check up on you for the next 6 years! 

The new threshold also only applies if you are buying a property for your own 
personal use - so, all buy-to-let purchases are explicitly excluded, as are those 
made on behalf of someone else.

Q: Why use a letting agent? 

A: There are a number of reasons, these include: 

• Legislation - you can be secure in the knowledge that the correct and most up to date 
tenancy agreement is being used. A security deposit is held in accordance with the latest 
legislation. 

• Income - an agent can ensure you secure the right rental price for your property. 

• Marketing - the property can be marketed extensively (using different promotional methods) 

• Peace of mind - most tenants these days feel more secure when dealing with an agent. 

Q: How will I be able to ensure I get a quality tenant for my property? 

A: A good agent will fully reference the applicant. This will include a credit reference whereby 
salary details with past and present employers are checked, previous landlords or agents are 
also contacted to check that historically they have been a good tenant (as this is often the best 
indicator of how a tenant will be in the future.) 

Q: Do we have a say as to who we have as a tenant? 

A: Yes, a good agent will always to try to meet your requirements. Potential landlords are asked 
for their preferences - e.g. whether or not they will be happy with pets, smokers, sharers and/or 
students and endeavor to match as closely possible the tenant to the specified landlord 
requirements. 

Q: What are my legal obligations? 

A: One of the most important obligations relates maintenance and of course the safety of the 
gas supply and appliances at your property. If there are gas appliances at the property, it is a 
legal requirement to have an annual gas safety check (and this should be renewed on an annual 
basis). A current certificate must be provided before a tenant moves in.
